Later reports from Lucasville show 


that the storm which swept over that 
section late yesterday afternoon was the 
worst ever known. IE was a regular 
cyclone and the damage will run away 
up in the thousands. 


The storm began about. 3 o'clock 


when the wind began to blow violently. 
There was a lull for a few minutes and 
then came a terrific down-pour of rain, 
while it thundred and the lightning 
flashed incessantly. 
Suddenly the rain 


changed to hail and for almost an hour 
hail fell, sizes ranging from small drops 
to almost the size of an egg. 
The 


ground was covered to the depth of 
almost two inches, and it was impossi- 
ble for any one to venture out without 
being severely Injured. 
One or two 


who tried it had their umbrellas pounded 
to pieces by the hail stones. 


While the storm was at its height, 


word reached the town that the resi- 
dence of John Kline, near by, had been 
struck by lightning, It developed that 
Mr. Kline's new residence had escaped, 
but the two otory frame which he form- 
erly occupied was struck by the electric 
fluid. This_ house was occupied by a 
wiciow named Traxler and, a family 
named McJunbin. They were shocked 
by the lightning but were able to leave 
the house in safety. The house caught 
flre and burned to the ground. Almost 
all of the contents were destroyed. This 
house was an old landmark, and was 
one of the oldest houses in the Scioto 
valley. 


George Cook, a prominent citizen of 


Lucasville, was struck by lightning at 


home. He was knocked senseless 


and did not regain consciousness for 
over an hour. It was at first thought 
;hat he would die, but he revived. 
Word reached the Times this afternoon 
that he was getting along all right. 
Other members of the family were 
shocked, bnt none seriously hurt. 


The creeks in the vicinity rose with 


great rapidity overflowing their banks. 
The current was awift end swept every- 
thing before it. The county bridge 
right at the town was swept out even 
stone abutments being carried away. 
The bridge was carried down the creek 
to the Scioto river. The roads were all 
badly washed and many smaller bridges 
were carried away by the fierce waters. 


The Norfolk & Western railroad was 


railroad was a heavy loser by the the 
storm. The track for over 300 feet was 
badly washed and had to be rebuilt. 


Just before the passenger train which 


is due here at 4:42, came along two 
bents in the trestle near the town were 
washed out and {the remaining supports 
were undermined. This will make it 
necessary to rebuild the entire trestle. 
A big force'of section men were put to 
work on the trestle and the track and it 
was repaired temporarily late last night. 


A number of cows belonging to Mr. 


Rockwell got caught in the creek. They 
were drowned being unable to breast 
the current.

In your letter you make the follow- 


ing inquiries : 


"First—Was there a resolution to 


elect U. S. Senators by direct vote of 
the people before the last legislature; 
if so, how did Hon. A. F, McCormick 
vote on this resolution?" 


Upon examination of the records I 


find that such a resolution was intro- 
duced by Mr. Bolin, of Pickaway 
county. It was a joint resolution, and 
the vote was taken March 22, 1898. 
The-result of the vote wna: Ayes 76, 
nays 5. 
Hon. A. F. McCormick, of 


Scioto couuty, is recorded as having 
voted in the negative on this joint resO' 
lution. 


Your second question is aa follows: 


" Was a bill to limit railroad fare for 
passengers to 2 cents per mile instead 
of 3 cents per mile as at present, intro- 
duced into the last legislature; iE so, 
how did the Hon. A. F. McGormick 
vote on this bill ? " 


The reco'ds show that tuch a bill was 


introduced by Mr. Bracken, of Franklin 
county, being H. B , Xo. 48. The first 
vote on the passage of this measure was 
taken March 17, 1S9S, and wsultfd: 
Yeas 48, Nays 54. As 55 votes were 
required to yfiss a measure, the bill waa 
lost. On this vote Mr. McOormick is 
recorded in the negative. The vote by 
which i he bill was lost/was reconsidered 
and the bill waa again placed upon its 
passage Mnrch 24, being amended. 
The 


result of this vote was : Yeas 5G, nays 
54 
The bill waa passed. On this vote 


Mr. McCormick is recorded in the 
negative.
